WIIH UNJUST RENT INCREASE9S 


By Michael Chan 


Elderly tenants in San Fran- 
cisco"s Chinatown are charging 
that Some landiords_ have made 
unreasonable rental increases. By 
increasing Tents，landlords, it is 
charged, are trying to recoup the 
money they lost from tenants 
during the past rental freeze. 

At Self-Help for the Elderly， 
a Office of Economic Opportu- 
nity (OEO) funded community 
action program iD Chinatown， 
information is filtering down 
from their elderly clients abonut 
these rental increases. 

Self-heljp caseworker Donna 
Yick，in describing the present 
Situation，sSays “These increases 
have been 509 to 75% to even 
100% over the rental. The ten- 
ants are paying these rents for 
one-room cubicles that contain 
no_ ventilation，heating，kitchen 
of bath. The tenants must Share 
common kitchen and bath facil- 
ities. 

CENSUS DATA 

According to US Census data 
WwWithin ChinatowmSs Core Area 
(comprising Census tracts 113， 
114，and 118; and covering a 
total of forty acres in the heart 
of Chinatown) over two-thirds 
of the housing stock consists of 
units of two rooms Or jless，

Census data places 34.3 per- 
cent of Chinatown's elderly 
population within the China- 
town Core Area. The population 
density by residential acre in the 
Core Area is 912.4 persons Per 
residential acre， This is 11.5 
times greater than the city aver-

al acre. 


TAKE STEPS 

At a _ recent Board of Super- 
Visers committee meeting，Self 
-Help case Worker and member 
of the City's Fair Housing 
Committee，Alice Barkley de- 
clared“if the rent level in San 
Francisco increases to an jintoler- 
able point， 计 such increases 
endanger the health and safety 
of its citizens，the Board of 
Supervisors can take steps to 
solve this problem. Tenants are 
affected daily by the landlord's 
action; the Board should estab- 
lish a grieveance panel as SOon as 
possible. Poor people, especially 
the elderly， in the city have a 
fixed income; rent increases 
mean decreases in their already 
mieager food budget.” 

The relatively fixed incomes 
of the elderly will be taxed 
further by impending Con- 
gressional ， welfare guidelines. 
The state will relinquish admin- 
istration of the present Adult 
Aid Welfare Programs to the 
Social Security Administration 
im January of 1974. .Once feder- 
aly administered，the cash ben- 
efits received Under the present 
state programs will be drastically 
cut， 

Because of these cuts the 
basic cash benefits wi 刘 be reduc- 
ed by 30 to 45 percent. Eurther- 
more，elderly recipients w 训 no 
longer be pirovided with money 
for meals in restaurants，food 
stamp Provisions， attendants， 
laundry ，serIvices， and trans- 
portation subsidies. 

WILL WORSEN 
“The plight of Chinatown's 
elderly welfare recipients WwW 记 
Worsen,， 这 the state legislature 
does not pass emergency legisla- 
tion to supplement next year S 
adult aid programis. 

According to Self-Heljp，one 
elderly tenant，living on a rela- 
tively fixed income, was told her 
three room apartment  Ient 
Would be raised from $100 to 
$150 a month. Her only Sources 
of income are the social security 
widow benefits she presently 
Ieceives and the little money she 
earns from some outside work， 

She claims，this rental in- 
crease Would jleave her with 
hardly any money to buy food 
with Her attempts to bargain 
for a more reasonable increase 


Imet with failure，and she was 
Soon slapped with a thirty-day 
eviction notice. 

RENT RAISED 

One of her neighbors in the 
same building had his rent raised 
from $95 to $1350 a month 
Presently, this elderly tenant is 
unable to work because of a 
Serious ilness. 

They are both tenants in a 
building that has no heating, and 
whose Imaintainence has been 
Sorely neglected. Other elderly 
tenants，wWhose rents have been 
increased by 23 to 40 percent， 
reside in rooms apprIoximately 
ten by ten feet in size, afid must 
share community plumbing and 
kitchen facilities. 

In one of the building's 
community bathrooms brackish 
Iags Were strewn about the 
premises，and the bathroom's 


sink had been totally removed. 
The room's venetian blinds were 
solidly caked with brownish 
clumps of dirt. And the room's 
blue tile floor was grimy and had 
numerous crackS:. 


HAZARDS 
Citing such buildings as 
health hazards, Jack Siedman, of 
the San Erancisco Legal Assis- 
tance _ FEoundation，said，”“A lot 
of people，especially imrmigrant 
aliens and the elderly，live in 
buildings like these，with, five 
floors， and lots of people 

jammed in the rooms. 
“These old people are tubeT- 
culine! Moving into the Places 


with common kitchens and 
the old people spread 


baths， 
tuberculosis to everyone living 
there. These buildings are breed- 
ing grounds for tuberculosis.” 

“A body of law is develop- 
ing,，” Siedman said，“That 
Suggests no _ landlord is entitled 
to collect rent from his tenants 
unless the building has a “war- 
ranty of habitability.”No ten- 
ant，S$ays _ Siedman，should pay 
rent im an inhabitable building 
unti the ， necessary improve- 
ments are made. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

After these improvements 
have been made the landlord stil 
carnmnot raise his rents. He must 


charge his tenants the Same- 


Iental rates they had been pay- 
ing before improvements Were 
undertaken. Siedman reasoned 
that the tenants should not share 
in the cost of these improve- 
ments, since the landlord should 
have made them in the first 
place，Eventually，in view of 
completed improvements， the 
landlord in time could legally 
Taise his rents. 

The realty firm of Hogan and 
Vest handles over fifty percent 
of the building . management 
business in the Chinatown area. 
The Hogan and Vest position 
over alleged rental increases by 
Chinatown landlords is a firm 
denial of any rental increases in 
Chinatown. 、

Asked on the feasibility of 
using tenant unions to equalize 
the tenant 一 landlord positions 
Siedman said,“Theoreticaliy its 
good，but really hard. People 
have a tendency not to get in- 
volved. The difficulty of a te- 
nant union is in getting CO-Opera- 
tion. A tenant union is a show of 
strength. If you do not have the 
co-operation of the tenants, the 
union loses the basis of its 
strenght.” 

Self-Help's Alice Barkley 
noted, “It is unfortunate that in 
the state of California there is no 
law that really protects the te- 
nant. The landlord can do any- 
thing and get away with it. In 
InyY experience, the only way to 
combat this situation is through 
publicity.” 

The point is not that the 
landlord's right to Taise rents 
should be dependent on the 
financial resources of his te- 
nants。 The law explicitliy is in 
favor of the rights of the in- 
dividual property-holder. 


EXCESSIVE 

Whether the landlord has a 
Tight to exact exXcessiVe TIents 
from his tenants for units that 
Violate numerously existing local 
code enforcement _ schedules 
becomes the point of conten- 
tion . 

Rents become exXcessive when 
they exact charges well above 
the _ actual rental values of the 
units themselves. A rental of 9$95 
a month is excessive for a one 
-IO00m cubicle -that totally lacks 
even a kitchen or bath . 

In one building，the com- 
munity kitchens and baths were 
filthy with grease and grime. On 
one floor, most of the bathroom 
Sinks had been totally removed. 
The units themselves lacked 
Ventilation and heating. The 
posessions of whole families 
were Stacked in these cubicles， 
and posed potential fire-traps. 
The tenants were paying $150 a 
month for these conditions.

A gerontology program CUTI- 
rently being administered by the 
National ”Japanese American 
Citizens League (JACLjJ is under 
attack by two local Japanese 
organizations, Kimochi，Inc. and 
the East Bay Japanese for 
Action， 

The Asian Gerontology，Pro- 
ject，proposed by the National 
JACL staff，wil explore the 
problems of aging for all Asian 
elderly，but w 刘 not provide 
funds for direct services to the 
elderly. 

According to Kimochi and 
East Bay Japanese for Action， 
the National JACL staff used the 
names of community organiza- 
tions in their proposal and 
public releases Without PrIior 
consent of these organizations.
